Commissioners Hear Requests For More Radios 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, March 28, at the Court- 
house in Elba. They voted 
unanimously to seek legislative 
approval of a plan to change 
the commission's meeting dates, 

It was originally proposed 
that the meetings be changed 
to the first and third Tues- 
days of each month; however, 
the proposal was dropped due to 
a possible problem in paying 
county bills. Mr. Ed Johnson, 
a former Clerk of Commission- 
er’s Court who is currently 
serving in an advisory capa- 
city, told the board he felt it 
would be making a mistake to 
change the meetings to the first 
and third Tuesdays of each 
month, 

Johnson then suggested 
holding the meetings on the 
second and fourth Tuesdays. 
After a lengthy discussion, the 
commission decided to hold the 


-meetings on the second and 


fourth Tuesdays of each month, 
and to start the meetings at 
8:00 a.m. The board also 
voted to hold the first meet- 
ing each month in Elba, and 
the second in Enterprise. 


The state legislature must 
approve the change before it 
change before it can take ef- 
fect, and until it does so, the 
meetings will continue to be 
held as in the past. 


The commission’s first or- 
der of business Monday morn- 
ing was to open bids on ve- 


, hicles to be used by the County 


Highway Department. The 
first bids opened were on three 
(3) trucks (a flatbed and two 
dump trucks). Dowling Truck 
& Trailer offered a bid of 
$24,602, Cook Chevrolet bid 
$20,605.74 and Ed Sherling 
Ford sent a bid of $29,084.33. 

The commission voted una- 
nimously to aceept the low bid 
received from Cook Chevrolet 
of Elba. 

The second bids were ona 
car to be used by engineer 
Leslie Mullins. Bids received 
were: Cook Chevrolet 
$4492.75 with trade-in and - 
Ed Sherling Ford - $5232.56, 
not including trade-in. 

The commission again voted 
uannimously to accept the bid 
from Cook Chevrolet. 

Mr. Marvin Mcllwain, coro- 
ner, from the Elba division of 
Coffee County, addressed the 
commission and requested he 
be reimbursed in the amount 
of $410 for a 2-way radio he 
purchased which was vitally 
needed ‘in his job. Mcllwain

told the board the radio had 
proven its worth, and also re- 
quested the commission buy 
a similar radio for Mr. Danny 
Bradley, the coroner in the 
Enterprise division, 

Mcllwain told the commis- 
sioners his job had cost him 
over $200 above expenses, and 
informed them that several, 
counties had placed coroners 
on a salary, instead of paying 
them on a per-case basis. 

Comm. Bennie Beckham 
asked Mcllwain if raising the 
fee per case would alleviate 
his problems. Beckham felt 
the irregularity of the coro- 
ner’s job prevented it from 
being considered as a straight 
salary type post. 

Mcllwain told Beckham that 
raising the fee wold help, and 
all the commisioners voiced 
a favorable response to help- 
ing the coroners. The board 
promised to act on his re- 
quest to be reimbursed for the 
radio at their next regular 
meeting 
Note: The Coroner’s only form 
of pay at the present time is 
$12.50 for each case investi- 
gated and 15¢ per mile for 
automobile expenses). 

Ms. Virginia Holman of 
the Soutneast Alabama Reg- 
ional Planning and Developers, 
met with the board and in- 


formed them that her office had 
submitted a request for Coffee 
County to receive funds to up- 
d4te a planning study conducted 
in 1973. The grant would be 
a $6000 project with the county 
providing 1/3 ($2000) of the 
money. Holman urged the com- 
mission to go ahead and sup- 
port the program, and told 
them it could help them in the 
future when applying for 
other funds. 

The commission told Ms. 
Holman it would discuss the 
program at a later meeting. 


Mr. Rufus Bradley was back 
before the commission again, 
and wanted to know of the pro- 
gress in getting the right-of- 
way on the Goodman Road. Mr. 
Bradley presented Judge 
Sawyer with a list of names 
of people who want the road 
paved. 

The commissioners told 
Bradley that getting the right- 
of-way was a delicate matter, 
and asked him for a little more 
time to get something done. 
Judge Sawyer asked Bradley 
(and a rather large delega- 
tion) to leave the problem’ to 
the commision, and suggested 
that the delegation might be 
going about the problem in the 
wrong way. 


Before leaving, a member 


of the delegation told the board 
that they didn’t want the road 
machines to be pulled out of 
their area until their road 
is fixed! 


Before breaking for lunch, 
the commission heard a re- 
quest by Mr. Eugene Farris 
that the county remove bushes 
and trees from along the road- 
way on a rural road used by 
him and other farmers. 

The board appointed Mr. 
John B. Johnson and Mr. Joe 
Meachum to serve on the Cur- 
tis Water Authority. Johnson’s 
term will expire in 1981, while 
Meachum will serve until 1983. 

Mr. Frankie Allen was first 
to address the board during the 
afternoon session, and he re- 
quested the county work his 
road since it is officially list- 
ed as a ‘‘public’’ road. Allen 
needed the county to admit their 
responsibility for the upkeep 
of the road so he could obtain 
a loan to build a home on it. 

A delegation from the Pen- 
sions and Security Department 
met with the board, and Mr. 
Johnny B. Maddox, who is the 
chairman of the board for the 
P & S Dept. in Coffee County, 
stood up and demanded that 
the DAILY LEDGER ( a news- 
paper in Enterprise) retract 
statements that were printed 
following the previous com- 
mission meeting concerning the 
Food Stamp Program. Maddox 
read excerpts from the art- 
icle and singled out what he 
called totally false statements. 

‘The story is totally false,’’ 
accused Maddox. ‘‘No one has 


ever made the ridiculous sal- 
aries the paper reported. I 
demand the paper make a total 
retraction!’’

***and getting the commission 
to sign the agreement with the 
state to work on the Pond Creek 
and Irvin Powell Roads. 

Clerk Brunease Winston 
reported the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment has requested a new lawn- 
mower, and added that the 
Clerk's office is in bad need 
of a new short-wave radio. 
The commission decided to look 
into the Sheriff's request, and 
instructed Mrs. Winston to get 
bids on a new radio from 
Johnson, Motorola, and G.E. 

In the meeting's final action, 
the commission agreed to send 
out bids for 20,000 Tax Assess- 
ment sheets, ‘and reaffirmed 
their position to withhold final 
waiver of penalties to Hunnicutt 
and Associates until all re- 
quirements are met.

Seven O’Clock Whistle 


For years the seven o'clock 
whistle at a furniture factory went 
echoing unchallenged through the 
neighborhood. But one day a dis- 
gruntied home owner filed suit to 
“abate this nuisance.” 


“I just don’t like the noise,’’ he 
told the court. ‘What gives them 
the right to intrude on my peace 
and quiet?” 

However, the company was 
able to prove that no one else in 
the neighborhood found the whis- 
tle annoying. The court dismissed 
the case on the ground that the 
complainant was overly sensitive- 
out of step with the rest of the 
community. 

When is noise an illegal nui- 
sance? There are no hard-and-fast 
rules. But generally speaking, the 
law follows the tastes and sensi- 
bilities of the average person. It 
also examines the commonsense 
realities of the situation. Thus: 

In another case, a court refused 
to shut down an admittedly noisy 
day nursery. The court pointed 
out that the nursery was located 
on a commercial street where 
there was plenty of other noise 
anyhow. 

And in a third case the court 
declined to interfere with Little 
League games played on a sand- 
lot. Nowadays, the court told an 
objecting neighbor, we must ac- 
cept “not only modern conven- 
iences but also modern inconven- 
iences,"’ 

On the other hand, a man who 
kept a diesel truck at his house 
was ordered to stop revving the 
motor at 6 a.m. 


“Noise made during normal ¢{ 


sleeping hours,”’ said the judge, 
“may be a nuisance while the 
same noise during the day would 
not be.,”’ 

And another householder had 
to pay damages for playing his 
radio full blast, all day long, at an 
open window near a neighbor's 
kitchen. 

True, the “noise’’ was nothing 
but radio programs. But the 
court said the man’s spiteful 
motive pushed it beyond the pale 
of legality.

The gospel writers are 
careful to record the fact of 
the cross -- ‘‘And there they 
crucified Him.’’ A careful look 
will show that the four Evan- 
gelists were equally concerned 
that their readers grasp what 
might be called the Sprit of 
the Cross. 

The fact of the cross is al- 
most universally accepted, even 
among those who lack Christian 
persuasion, That Jesus of 
Nazareth suffered the  out- 
rageous misfortune of a Roman 
crucifixion is historical fact, 
but of greter importance to 
His followers isthe Spirit which 
led Him to that cross. In the 
search for the Spirit of the 
Cross, we almost inevitably 
arrive at the ‘question, ‘‘Why 
did He die?’’ Had he done some 


terrible evil which made Him 


deserve this death? He had 
healed the sick and raised the 
dead -- was this cause for 
death? He had spoken of 
forgiveness and love in the 
midst of hate and animosity -- 
for this shonld He die? He 
had sought religious simpli- 
city and moral consciénce inthe 
midst of sacrificial and cere- 
monial complexity -- was this 
worthy of death? His judges 
finally yielded to that mons- 
ter, public opinion, and reluc- 
tantly condemned Him -- but 
why did He die? 

He Himself claimed power 
to invoke heavenly force to 
intervene -- wouldn't you have 
done that? It is .in answer to 
the question, ‘‘Why did Hedie?’’ 
that we discover the real Spirit 
of the Cross, andthis discovery 
transforms the cross from an 
ignominious symbol of shame 
into a shining testimony of

It 
would be a shame to lose your 
plants after having nursed them 
along all through the winter 
because cold weather caught 
you by surprise. 


WEIGHT 

With spring on the horizon

pounds they have gained over 
the long winter. There are al- 
most as many suggested ways 
to shed weight as there are 
people on diets.

Many diets do result in 
rapid weight loss, but they’re 
potentially dangerous to gen- 
eral health. You need to eval- 
uate any diet carefully before 
you decide to follow it.

Or better yet, put the plant in 
a pot that has drainage and place 
the pot on a layer of gravel 
inside the deocrative container.

ALFALA 

We haven't planted any al- 
falfa in Coffee County for over 
20 years except for a small 
patch or two. But don’t give up 
on this crop. Alfalfa is an ex- 
tremely high quality forage. A 
short supply of adapted var- 
ieties has been a problem for 
us in Coffee County. Very 
little breeding programs have 
been carried out in the deep 
south. 

The variety Florida 66 is the 
best adapted variety for us, 
but it is not available yet. We 
are hopeful that a volume of 
seed of this variety will be 
available later. Auburn has ini- 
tiated a breeding program and 
a lot of varieites are being 
evaluated. In the meantime, 
such varieites as Gladiator, 
Weevicheck and Apollo are ay- 
ailable and will produce high 
quality forage for at least two 
years. I would lik@ to see 
some Coffee County farmers 
start a small acreage to learn 
how to grow this crop 


LAWN WEEDS 

The spurweed is one of the 
most damaging weeds in Coffee 
County lawns that we have had 
in a long time. Florida betony 
-- or rattlesnake weed -- is 
also becoming a problem. 

Spurweed is a low-growing 
plant in the lawn which has 
stickers on it. It makes it im- 
possible to walk on the lawn 
without shoes. Florida betony 
has a growth that grows in the 
ground that resembles rattle- 
snake rattlers. Georgia has 
done quite a bit of research on 
spurweed. A material known as 
3D Weedone, which contains 3, 
4-D plus Silvex plus Dicamba, 
gives 100% control. It is used 
at the rate of 3 quarts per 
acre. Regular Silvex only gives 
70%, control. Trimec or Trex- 
san at the rate of 2 quarts per 
acre also give 100% control. 
These rates will cause some 
injury to St. Augustine grass 
and Centipede erass if applied 
while they are actively grow- 
ing. Whenthegrwssisdormant, 
there is no problem at all. 
Many people would be willing 
to damage Centipede and St. 
Augustine some in order to 
get rid of the spurweed. It is 
best to apply these materials 
before growth starts in the 
Spring. If you use these 
materials, reduce the amount 
by one-third and make three 
applications 14 days apart. 

A material with the label 
Weed-B-Gone for St. Augustine 
grass is effective in controlling 
the Florida betony. If you would 
like more information on these 
control measures, contact me 
at the county agent’s office in 
New Brockton and we will be 
glad to help you.

Early Weed Control Important 


To Peanut Production 


One of the most important 
parts of peanut production is 
early weed control. How sad 
it is for beggarweeds and other 
weeds and grasses to take over 
peanuts when it is too late to 
do anything about it!! 

This year Coffee County 
farmers are going to try to 
turn this trend around. They 
will be seeking early weed con- 
trol. Dr. Gale Buchanna, our 
weed scientist at Auburn, points 
out that weed control in peanuts 
the first six weeks after plant- 
ing is the key. He stresses 
that weeds that come in after 
this, even though they will be 
troublesome and unsightly, 
won't do as much damage as 
those weeds that escape early 
treatment and remain for the 


season. 

But different problems come 
about each year in weed con- 
trol. Some years we have a 
lot of rainfall and other times 
it is dry. So this poses a prob- 
lem. For example, the last 
two years weather has made 
it difficult to apply Lasso and 
Dyanap at cracking. Sometimes 
it is simply too wet to get in 
the fields. As a result, some 
growers are applying Lasso 
granules or the liquid at plant- 
ing. This is particularly true 
where beggarweeds area prab- 
lem, and we have a lot of 
beggarweeds in Coffee County. 
However, most of our growers 
will be using Balan, Cobex or 
Vernam and various combina- 
tions as preplant incorporated 
materials as they usually do.

WHAT SCS DOES 

The Coffee County Soil Con- 
servation Service gives tech- 
nical assistance to individuals, 
groups, organizations, cities 
and towns,and county and state 
governments in reducing the 
waste of land and water 
resources and in putting Coffee 
County assets togood use. SCS’s 
technical staff analyzes prob- 
lems and suggest safe uses 
and treatment of such resour- 
ces. The Coffee County staff 
includes a district conserva- 
tionist, and two cons. techni- 
cans. Available for assistance 
from the area and state level 
are: Soil conservationists, soil 
scientists, economists, engin- 
eers, agronomists, biologists, 
foresters, plant materials spe- 
cialists, range conservation- 
ists, geologists, landscape ar- 
chitects, and resource planning 
specialists. 

SCS was established by Con- 
gress in 1935 to plan and carry 
out a national program to con- 
serve and develop soil and water 
resources. The Soil Conserva- 
tion Service: 

---develops and carries out a 
local soil and water conserva- 
tion program through the Cof- 
fee County conservation dis- 
tricts; 

---helps local sponsors develop 
and carry out multicounty re- 
source conservation and devel- 
opment projects; 

---helps develop USDA’s con- 
servation cost - sharing pro- 
grams; 

---has primary responsibility 
for the development and pub- 
lication of the Coffee County 
Soil Survey; 

---helps establish income-pro- 
ducing recreation areas on pri- 
vately and public owned land; 
---appraises potential for out- 
door recreation developments; 
---gives technical assistance 
to land users participating in 
the conservation credit pro- 
gram of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration; and provides 
technical assistance to com- 
munities and units of govern- 
ment on land use planning and 
helps them in obtaining the 
needed technical data on land, 
water, and related resources; 
~--helps develop and carry out 
watershed protection and flood 
prevention projects in cooper- 
ation with other agencies; 
---helps develop and carry out 
watershed protection and flood 
prevention projects and river 
basin investigations in cooper- 
ation with other agencies; 
---assists the national land in- 
ventory and monitoring activity. 

SCS helps individual and 
groups mainly through conser- 
vation districts. These districts 
are organized under state law 
by local people. They are man- 
aged by an elected and unsalar- 
ied board made up of local cit- 
izens. 

Each district is legally re- 
sponsible under state law for 
soil and water conservation 
work within its boundaries (us- 
ually the same as those of a 
county), just as a county is 
responsible for roads or a 
school district for education. 
Districts operate under the gui- 
dance of a state commission, 
board, or committee, usually 
appointed by the Governor. 

SCS provides professional 
conservationists to help plan 
and carry out a district's long- 
range conservation program. 
They are helping more than 2 
million land users who are 
cooperators with the nearly 
3,000 conservation districts 
throughout the Nation. 

SCS experience and techni- 
cal skills have helped advance 
resource conservation and de- 
velopment in other countries 
for many years. SCS trains 
about 400 conservation workers 
{rm developing countries each 
year. Many SCS employees, 
through the Agency for Inter- 
national Development, nave 
taken foreign assignments to 
help the developing countries. 
SCS cooperates with AID and 
the Food and Agriculture Or- 


ganization (FAO) of the United 
Nations in providing technical 
conservation assistance around 
the world.

COFFEE COUNTY LAND 
JUDGING CONTEST HELD 
The Coffee County Land 
Judging Contest has just re- 
cently been held to select the 
school that will represent the 
county at the district contest. 
The contest was held at the 
L. A. Boyd farm near New 
Brockton. Schools participat- 
ing were Elba, Enterprise, and 
Kinston. The teams judged three 
different soil types and land 
uses. The land uses were pas- 
ture, cropland, and woodland. 
The judging situation is sup- 
pose to represent a real life 
condition and the recommend- 
ations are to be realistic. 
Some of the factors con- 
sidered were: surface texture, 
Slope, depth or soil, permea- 
bility and drainage. The soil 
is classed in one of seven 
categories which in turn de- 
termines what is the best land 
use. Each land use has pract- 
ices that accompany it such as 
sloping cropland requires ter- 
races and each of these factors 
are also marked by the student. 
When the contest was com- 
pleted, the Enterprise High 
School Land Judging Team won 
the 1977 contest. Team mem- 
bers were Billy Martin, Tim 
Ellis and Van Donaldson. They 
will represent Coffee County 
at the district contest. Elba 
High School won second place. 
Team members were Mike 
Rich, Danny Oglesby, and Greg 
Johnson. Kinston High School 
won third place. Team members 
were Tim Wise, Max Farris 
and Arcola Lashley. A trophy 
will be presented the first place 
winner and a banner to the se- 
cond and third place winners. 
The contest was sponsored 
by the Coffee County Soil and 
Water Conservation District. 
We are very proud of all these 
teams--they are all winners 
and masters of the knowledge 
they received in participating. 


Cold Weather 
Could Assist 
Farmers 


This year’s coldest winter 
in almost acentury could save 
Alabama farmers millions of 
dollars during the coming crops 
season in their annual battle 
with insects and diseases. 

Dr. Ron Smith, Extension en- 
tomologist, says the unusually 
bitter weather will likely cut 
the boll weevil population to 
its lowest level in 14 years in 
North Alabama, where about 
two-thirds of the state’s ex- 
pected 500,000 cotton acres will 
be planted in spring. North Al- 
abama growers used only about 
one-half of one application of 
insecticides to control boll wee- 
vils back in '63, and bollworms 
weren't a problem that year. 

And he says cotton growers 
in South and Central Alabama 
had to apply only two or three 
applications that year, too. 

In 1976, Smith notes that 
North Alabama growers aver- 
aged eight applications of in- 
secticides, while growers in 
South and Central areas aver- 
aged 14. 

“‘l’m not guaranteeing that 
growers will be able to get 
by with onetothree applications 
this year. But, if they can, they'll 
be able to lower their insecti- 
cide bill by some $50 an acre. 
And by not needing to make 
early boll weevils contrdis, 
growers won't be killing off 
beneficial insects to control 
bollworms,’’ he says.

At cracking time growers 
will be using a lot of different 
materials including Dyanap and 
Lasso, Premerge or Basanite, 
or Premerge plus Lasso EC. 
Other growers who do not have 
a great beggarweed problem 
will be using Ancrack, Dyanap 
or Klean - Krop. 

One of the new materials 
that we will recommend this 
year aSa ground cracking treat- 
ment is Amiben at the rate of 
one gallon per acre plus 1/2 
gallon Premerge. This is ona 
broadcast basis. For band 
treatment one-half this amount 
will be sufficient. This com- 
bination kills on contact and 
also it gives some residual 
control, The Dyanap rate is 
4-6 quarts per acre plus 2-4 
quarts Lasso. Where Florida 
beggarweed is a problem, use 
4 quarts Dyanap plus 3-4 quarts 
Lasso. Use this amount when 
the temperature is expected to 
exceed 0 degrees within 24 
hours after application. When 
the 24-hour temperature com- 
ing up is expected to be less 
than 0 degrees, use 6 quarts 
Dyanap and 2 quarts Lasso. 

When peanuts are up and 
growing, our recommended ma- 
terials are Butyrac or Butoxone 
at 1/10 gallon per acre. This 
material can be applied over 
the top of peanuts two to 12 
weeks after planting. It is very 
good on cocklebur, morn- 
ingglory, and certain other 
broadleaf weeds. A second 
application may be made three 
weeks after the first if needed. 
It gives poor control on 
beggarweed and large sivkle- 
pod. Basagran at the rate of 
3/4 to 1 quart per acre is good 
for the control of bristly star- 
bur and common cocklebur. 
Don't let the bristly starbur 
get taller than 2 inches before 
using it. Cocklebur should be 
no taller than 6 inches. Be 
sure toget good spray coverage. 
Basagram_ will not control 
Florida beggarweed or sickle- 


Repeated applications of 
Premerge or Dinitro at 1 quart 
per acre will give good control 
of Florida beggarweed. But 
you must get the Florida beg- 
garweed when it is one inch 
or less in height!! Make two 
to four applications per crop. 
If you have used both a pre- 
plant and a cracking herbicide, 
don’t make but two of these 
applications of Premerge.
